Analyzing the causes for such a 
situation, Stalin continued: 
| “Our Party comrades are being 
carried away by economic cam- 
| paigns and by the tremendous 
achievements on the front of eco- 
nomic upbuilding, and simply for- 
got certain very important facts 
which Bolsheviks have no right to 
forget. 

“They forgot that the Soviet 
Union is in a capitalist surround- 
ing—this means that there is one 
country, the Soviet Union, which 
has established a Socialist order, 
and many countries besides, bour- 
geois countries, which continue to 
lead the capitalist way of life and 
which surround the Soviet Union, 
waiting for a chance to attack it, 
crush it, or at any rate to under- 
mine its might and. weaken it. 

“This basic fact was forgotten by 
our comrades. But this very fact 
determines the basis of mutual re- 
lations between the capitalist sur- 
rounding and the Soviet Union.” 

After pointing out that the bour- 
geois states send their spies, wreck- 
ers and diversionists, and sometimes 
even murderers, into each other’s 
lands, Stalin asks: 

“Why must the attitude of bour- 
geois states toward the Soviet S>- 
cialist State be milder and more 
good-neighborly than towards the 
bourgeois states of their own type?

A. Lawrence Lowell 


„ A. Lawrence Lowell, mentally dead since 
the Age of the Dinosaurs, has suddenly been 
resurrected from the geological strata of 
Boston’s Back Bay. 


Six Boston worthies—financiers and in- 
dustrialists—have performed this resurrec- 
tion operation on the president emeritus of 
Harvard University. Banding together, the 
intrepid seven have proceeded to sit down 
on the sit down. In tremulous tones, they 
have wired to Vice-President John Nance 
Garner thus: 


“Armed insurrection—defiance of law, 
order and duly elected authority — is 
spreading like wildfire. It is rapidly grow- 
ing beyond control.” 

Leaping from emotion to emotion, they 
aver that through the sit-down “freedom 
and liberty are at an end” and that “gov- 
ernment becomes a mockery.” 

Having thus heated themselves up, they 
advocate imprisonment and other penalties 
for any workingman who dares to fight for 
higher wages or the union through the sit- 
down strike. 


Of course, these excited ejaculations of 
the “Brahmin mouthpieces” of “financial 
Bourbons”—as the Massachusetts State Fed- 
eration of Labor promptly terms them—are 
the sheerest nonsense. 

Every argument that can be used legally 
against the sit-down strike can also be used 
against all strikes and strikers. Every walk- 


out injures an employer’s property, namely, 


his profit, to a greater or less extent. And 
these arguments were used against all stop- 
page of work by employes — back to the 
Conspiracy Laws which disgraced early 
America and which the Lowells would seek 
strenuously to revive. 


For who, pray, is A. Lawrence Lowell? 
Whom does he represent? 


He is that aged remnant of putrid Bos- 
ton “respectability” who decreed the mur- 
der of Sacco and Vanzetti. He is the man 
who cooperated in the recent defeat of 
the Child Labor Amendment in the Mas- 
sachussetits legislature. He is that ad- 
vocate of “law and order” who defied the 
Massachusetts Minimum Wage Law by 
paying Harvard’s scrubwomen the miser- 
able wage of 35 cents per hour. 


In this blue-blooded Dinosaurian, we have 
a fair sample of the spokesmen against the 
sit-down — those who urge legislation 
against this effective -form of striking. 
Throughout the depression, the Lowell 
tongue was silent on the sufferings of the 
millions of America’s unemployed. The 
revelations on the use of labor spies and on 
the cruelest coercion by the great corpora- . 
tions against the workers, has left him un- 
moved by indignation. That was “business 
as usual,” of which he so heartily approves. 


President A. F. Whitney of the Broth- 
erhood of Railroad Trainmen, was right 
when he wired President Roosevelt con- 
cerning the Lowell effusion: “We urge the 
government to follow the dictates of the 
people and not hearken to the babblings 
of the anvil chorus.” Lowell and his anti- 
union associates notwithstanding, the peo- 
ple oppose legislative attacks upon the sit- 
down or any other form of the strike.

* Mussolini’s “promise” to refrain from 
troop shipments to Spain is a deliberate 
smokescreen to curtain from public view the 
preparations to dispatch more than 100,000 
Italian soldiers tö help General Franco in his 
present difficult plight. 


There is no doubt that the Black-Shirted 
Dictator of Rome is finding it harder than 
he expected to carry out his boast of “re- 
venge,” because the Italian people are ex- 
hibiting their indignation against Mussolini’s 
dangerous adventure. 


But it is the nature of Fascist dictators 
to create a desperate situation and then to 
act on the idea of “After me the deluge!” 


Mussolini will, unless stopped by the 
peace-loving masses of the world, use every 
trick, every subterfuge, every maneuver to 
transport Italian troops to Spain to try to 


The issue that faces all anti-Fascists is 
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as will help create the force to keep Italian 
Fascist troops out of Spain. 


A key position, of course, in this respect 
is held by the British Labor Party. Inde- 
pendent action of the British anti-Fascists, 
united in their struggle against the latest 
threats, can move mountains. 

In the United States, certainly there 
never was a more favorable situation to win 
the Italian people in this opportunity against 
Mussolini’s unpopular adventure against 
Spain. The Italian people in the United 
States resent the transportation of Italian 
lads to fight the people of Spain and are not 
slow to express their sentiment. Musso- 
lini’s intervention against Spain is arousing 
a whirlwind of opposition of Italians every- 
where. 

Never were there such enthusiastic anti-

Demonstrations before the Italian con- 
sulates, and parades such as the one held in 
Harlem Saturday, can be really effective 
means of helping to halt Fascist troop ship- 
‘ments to Spain.

Hitler’s Hand in 
Synagogue Fire? 


© Are the methods of the Nazi storm 
troops and the czarist Black Hundreds be- 
ing imported into the United States? 

On Saturday at 1:45 A. M. two fires 
started simultaneously in the West End 
Synagogue. Twelve hours after firemen had 
extinguished the flames, another and more 
serious fire swept through the synagogue, 
causing damage of about $200,000. 

The circumstances surrounding the fires 
give every indication that they were’ not 
only incendiary, but the work of Nazis. The 
synagogue, incidentally,.is only a block from 
Temple Rodelph Sholem, whose walls were 
defaced with Nazi swastikas only a week 
ago. 
Police and Fire Department officials have 
launched an investigation. That investiga- 
tion should be of the most thoroughgoing 
character and should result in concrete 
measures to curb Nazi terrorism in this city. 

Let Hitler's gangsters know that 
America will not tolerate their criminal 
activities.

What price discrimination against Ne- 
groes? 

Evidently life itself is considered cheap 
at the Knickerbocker Hospital if it happens 
to be the life of a Negro. 

The National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People has just re- 
vealed a shameful case of discrimination 
that calls for an immediate investigation by 
Mayor LaGuardia. 

On March 11, Mrs. W. C. Handy, wife of 
the noted Negro composer of “St. Louis 
Blues,” was brought to the hospital in an 
ambulance, suffering from a cerebral hemor- 
rhage. Though arrangements had previous- 
ly been made to receive her, the sick woman 
was stopped at the hospital door and kept 
waiting outside for fifty-five minutes. Handy 
was told that the hospital did not admit Ne- 
groes to its private wards. 

When admission was finally obtained, 
Handy had to pay $63 for a week’s stay in- 
stead of $42, as originally agreed. His wife 
died two hours later. 

Hospital officials are trying to cover up 
this crime—it is nothing less—with denials 
that any discrimination exists and attempts 
to shove the blame on a minor employe. This 
bears all the earmarks of contemptible eva- 
sion. 

Mayor LaGuardia should act. Knicker- 
bocker Hospital receives tax exemption and 
ambulance fees from the city. The N. A. A. 
C. P. demands that if discrimination is es- 
tablished, the city should withdraw its fi- 
nancial support. All progressive - minded 
people will heartily endorse this demand. 

But an investigation should not stop 
at this single case. Discrimination against 
Negroes is rife in many other 
The Mayor’s own committee has pointed 
out the shocking state of affairs in Har- 
lem Hospital, which is supposed to cater 
to the needs of the Negro community. 

Isn’t it time for an administration 
which professes to be progressive to take 
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steps to end these disgraceful conditions?
